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Church sites main 
items on MPC agenda 


The subject of church sites 
occupied the members of 
Municipal Planning Com- 
mission when they gathered 
Tuesday night for their 
regular meeting. First on the 
agenda was the matter of 
approval of a subdivision in 
the MD of Sturgeon imme- 
diately north of the weigh 
scales. The matter was being 
decided for recommendation 
to the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission. The 
subdivision was being pro- 
posed for development by a 
Baptist church, 


Mayor Ronald Harvey 
stated he had learned at a 
recent ERPC meeting that 
Alberta Transportation did 
not approve of the planned 
access to the church, and 
that reservations were also 
expressed regarding the fact 
the subdivision was being 
proposed for a lowland area, 
which could become swam- 
py. However, the mayor 
pointed out that it was 
difficult for churches to 
obtain land in St. Albert 
because of inflated land 
values. 


Planning Director Wayne 
Gordon eliminated himself 
from the discussion as he is a 
member of the congregation 
seeking the approval. 

After it was determined 
that access was not on the 
highway, but rather off the 
MD road or a service road, it 
was moved that the matter 
be approved, subject to the 
access being termed accep- 
table by Alberta Transpor- 
tation. 

The subject of church sites 
arose again when the subject 
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Noel MacDonald (Robertson) 
an initial member in 


Basketball Hall of Fame 


Noel MacDonald Robert- 
son was one of the three 
initial people inducted into 
the Basketball Hall of Fame 
in Canada at a ceremony held 
Friday evening, July 30 at 
the Bessborough Hotel in 
Saskatoon. 

Inducted posthumously 
were Dr. Naismith, the 
Canadian who invented the 
game of basketball and Percy 
Page, coach of the world 
champion Edmonton Grads 
team, who established an 
unbeaten record in women’s 
basketball achievement be- 
fore disbanding in 1940. 
Although Dr. Naismith was a 
Canadian the game was first 
played in Springfield, Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The Hall of Fame induc- 
tion ceremony was held in 
conjunction with the annual 
meeting of the Canadian 
Amateur Basketball Asso- 
ciation, and, as President 
Frank Butler of Newfound- 
land stated, this first induc- 
tion is *‘just a start’’ on the 
Hall of Fame plans. Nego- 
tiations are proceeding on 
acquiring the old home of Dr. 
Naismith near Toronto for 
the purpose, and the Hall 
will be honouring men and 
women both past and current 
who have been outstanding 
in Canadian basketball. 

Noel was presented with a 
beautiful engraved silver 
tray at the ceremony, which 
will be hers to keep, and the 
other two will be hung in the 
Hall of Fame. 

Interviewed afterwards by 
CBC she said that in 
basketball it is the ‘‘team’’ 
that counts and that she will 
push for team recognition in 
the newly established hall of 


fame. ‘'I was singled out this 
time, but I think of people 
like Maggie McBurney, also 
a Grad, who is the holder of 
the world champion record 
for consecutive free throws - 


at 61 a record not beaten in 
amateur play, mens or 
womens. Maggie played the 
longest on the Grads and was 
the highest pointgetter.

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Maurice Roberge family 
searches out some roots 


When Maurice Roberge 
gathered up some of his 
family and took a holiday trip 
to Rice Lake Wisconsin this 
summer he really had to 
wonder why it was that his 
grandfather, Pierre Roberge, 
had left that country about 
1885 to face all the hardships 
and perils of settling on a 
homestead in western Cana- 
da. 

‘*We saw so many beau- 
tiful farms there - so well 
looked after,’’ said Mr. 
Roberge, and even the roads 
into the farm homes were all 
paved. The land my grand- 
father left is near to a good 
river with rich soil producing 
fine crops of corn, soya bean 
and sunflowers. They raise 
livestock and every farm has 
big silos, although the farms 
are not large, with 320 acres 
considered a lot. 

However there was a good 
reason for the arduous treck, 
by rail to Winnipeg and then 
by wagon to the Clear Water 
area, which is now Beaumont 
district of Alberta. Land was 
cheaper in Canada, and there 
was more of it - an 
important consideration for a 
man like Pierre Roberge 
whose family numbered nine 
sons and one daughter. In 
the Clear Water area both 
husband and wife were not 
able to file for a quarter- 
section homestead in the mid 
1880's, so the Roberges 
moved on to the St. Edmond 
district, about 12 miles out of 
St. Paul, Alberta, where they 
got about 12 quarters and 
some Roberge’s are still on 
the land. 

In all 10 families made the 
journey from Wisconsin. 
Pierre Roberge was the only 
one of his immediate family, 
but many cousins and rela- 
tives, along with Demers and 
Labrie families made up the 
party, some of whom settled 
in the Beaumont area, where 
a number of their descen- 
dents still live. There are still 
descendents of Pierre Ro- 
berge in the St. Edmond - St. 
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Paul area too. Three of his 
sons are living, Silom and 
Maurice at St. Paul and Joey 
now in Edmonton, but the 
families are now scattered 
across Western Canada. 

They faced a lot of hard 
times getting settled, Mau- 
rice said, first getting small 
shacks up and clearing the 
land, with hard wagon trips 
to town for their meagre 
supplies. But they made 
their own good times, with 
parties and dances in their 
homes, and before long the 
Roberge School was built, 
also the centre of community 
activities. Homes were built 
on the corners of the home- 
steads to get neighbors as 
close together as possible. In 
summer my father had his 
own ball team, coaching his 
nine sons from small to large 
- and he would proudly say 
that they never lost very 
often, 

Maurice and his wife 
Madeline, with son Vic and 
his daughter left on July 14 
by camper for Wisconsin, 
stopping at Kitscoty to pick 
another son, Dave and his 
wife Lorraine and daughter 
Linda, in their camper. 

When they arrived at Rice 
Lake they checked the 
telephone book and the first 
person they called, a Ray 
Roberge, turned out to be a 
third cousin of Maurice’s 
father. He is over 90 and 
remembered Maurice's dad. 
Then they met Johnny Ro- 
berge - the only member of 
the family who had made the 
trip to Clear Water but later 
moved back to Rice Lake 
area. He took the visitors in 
hand and helped them find 
the old homestead at Dobe 
and various landmarks, plus 
introducing them to many of 
their relatives. 

They visited the magnifi- 
cent church in Dobe, built on 
his grandfather's land, and 
were given a book on the 
history of the church, with 
many photographs of early 
times, published in 1976 to 
mark the 100th anniversary 
of the now Our Lady of 
Lourde’s Church. This added 
to their store of knowledge of 
the Wisconsin homestead 
and gave a history of the 
arrival of the earliest settlers 
- first the French and then 
the Irish, many of whom 
came to work on the railroad 
and then acquired home- 
steads. Photographs are in- 
cluded of many of the 
Roberge cousins. But before 
the present stone building 
was erected, two wooden 
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churches on the site had 
been built entirely by volun- 
teer labour, and both had 
burned down, so that records 
are not complete. 

They also learned that 
there are so many Roberges 
in the district, and so many 


called Johnny, that some 
members of the family chan- 
ged the spelling to Robarge, 
to avoid confusion. 

Except for the church 
there wasn't much left of the 
little village of Dobe: a small

Local man 
marks anniversary 


From the gypsy life of a 
rural lineman to the respon- 
sibilities of management, Joe 
Bruchal has enjoyed it all. 
This year Calgary Power's 
area supervisor at St. Albert 
marks his 25th Anniversary 
with the Alberta based util- 
ity. 

A quarter-century veteran 
of the company’s construc-

Maurice remembered his 
father talking about driving 
four miles to a little creamery 
in Rice Lake as a little boy, 
and they looked it up. The 
original building was still 
there but had been con- 
siderably enlarged with a 
new red brick exterior 

After many happy visits 
with cousins and their chil- 
dren, (we could always spot 
the Roberges said Maurice - 
you can't mistake the family 
resemblance), the two Al- 
berta families made their 
way back via Grand Falls and 


Winnipeg. Not only for 
Maurice and Madeline. but 
also for their som and 


grandchildren it had proved

Maurice and Madeline 
came to St. Albert im 1941 
from the Coal Branch, in 
order to get better education 
facilities for their children.

of a 48-unit multiple family 
condominium development 
at 107 Larose Drive came up 
for discussion. Engineered 
Homes Ltd. is requesting 
that a parcel adjoining the 
residential and commercial 
sites involved be rezoned to 
residential. The rezoning is 
proposed in order that the 
site could be incorporated 
into the project. 

Public Works Manager 
Don Corrigan stated that the 
condominium development 
would benefit from a road 
which looped through the 
present institutional site, but 
stated that he did not wish to 
have the city lose another 
church site. The site was 
originally part of the Genstar 
Stage 9 dedication. Engin- 
eered Homes Project Mana- 
ger Charles Gallant told the 
MPC that at the time of the 
dedication, the institutional 
site had become somehow 
switched around with the 
adjoining commercial site, 
resulting in ‘‘an adulterated 
configuration.’ Mr. Gallant 
said that if there was no 
church that wished to devel- 
op the land, it would be in 
the best interest of all 
concerned if it were incor- 
porated into the Engineered 
Homes Development.

Families of Ukrainian 
pioneers being sought 


The Ukrainian Canadian 
Archives and Museum of 
Alberta in co-operation, with 
the Secretary of State laun- 
ched a summer project, with 
four students on staff. 

The project encompasses 
many facets. It includes the 
cataloguing and filing of old 
photographs and artifacts in 
the Archives, the preparation 
of a display promoting the 
Ukrainian Canadian Archives 
and Museum of Alberta, 
compiling a bibliography of 
past-war Ukrainian Canadian 
political thought and a 
director of. all Ukrainian 
cultural, religious, political 
and educational institutions, 
collecting artifacts for the 
Archives and Museum and 
conducting tours through the 
Museum,

At a meeting recently, the 
University of Alberta's Board 
of Governors approved a 
grant of $5,000 to fund the 
support of the F.T, Jenner 
Memorial Prize in Canadian 
Studies.

Plays definitely have their 
place, but for Dr. Bill Beard 
of the University of Alberta, 
the film's the thing. 

His commitment to cinema 
includes seeing just about 
every commercial release 
(not to mention the art house 
offerings), broadcasting re- 
views on CKUA Radio, and 
scrutinizing a vast amount of 
film literature. Now, that 
commitment is about to en- 
compass the teaching of a 
new university course, In- 
troduction to the Study of 
Film, 

It's a full-year credit 
course offered jointly by the 
departments of comparative 
literature, art and design, 
drama, English, political 
science, romance languages 
and philosophy. 

Dr. Beard anticipates an 
enrolment of SO to 100 
students for the course which 
begins in mid-September. 

It is designed to promote 
awareness of the nature and 
uses of film language, and to 
provide an overview of film 
history from its beginnings to 
the present. 

An analytical projector 
with stop action capability 


has been purchased by the 
university and 25 feature 
length films, most of which 
are acknowledged classics, 
have been selected and 
scheduled by Dr. Beard. The 
list includes Nanook of the 
North, The General, The 
Cabinet of Dr. Caligari, 
Sunset, October, Winotchka, 
The Rules of the Game, 
Citizen Kane, The Searchers, 
Ugetsu, Psycho, Weekend, 
L’Avventura, and Rejeanne 
Padovani. 

Each film screened will be 
studied from three perspec- 
tives: as a text in film 
language, as a work of art in 
its own right, and as a 
product of its particular time 
and place in film history. 

The course will contain 
lectures on Mondays, Wed- 
nesdays and Fridays and labs 
(film showings) on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays. 

Students will be required 
to attend approximately thr- 
ee hours of lectures per 
week, plus a minimum of one 
and a half to two hours of 
film showings per week. 

A mid-term exam, an 
essay of approximately 2,000 
words, a final exam, anda 


number of shorter seminar 
assignments will be under- 
taken by students. 

Dr. Beard, who has been 
affiliated with the univer- 
Sity’s department of English 
for the past four years, will 
function as both projectionist 
and lecturer, tasks which to 
him constitute a labor of 
love. 

A native of Lethbridge, he 
graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Alberta in 1967 with a 
Bachelor of Arts degree. He 
later earned a Master of Apts 
degree at the University of 
California, Berkeley, and a 
Doctor of Philosophy degree 
at the University of London.

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Play is stylish send-up 
of McMurray mythology

Fort McMurray -- the 
name has a brusque, impla- 
cable ring to it, well suited to 
the grinding life in the 
camps. The area's more 
recent inhabitants are us- 
ually ambivalent about it -- 
their coffers are filled with 
cash, but their spirits are 
drained of joy. Camp life 
means isolation from family, 
friends and urban luxuries. 
The gambling is intermin- 
able, with the stakes high, 
and booze is lapped up in 
awesome quantities. Some 
become spiritually, morally 
and physical depleted. Few 
become rich. 

All this is the very stuff of 
drama, satire and black 
comedy, as was discovered 
by the people of Theatre 
Network. Their production of 
‘“‘Hard Hats and Stolen 
Hearts'’ was commissioned 
for Festival '78 of the 
Commonwealth Games and 
is playing at Theatre 3 until 
August 12. 

Being one of thousands 
who was made a grass widow 
by the McMurray boom, I 
was curious about the play. 
Like other families, we dan- 
ced the McMurray-to-Ed- 
monton shuffle for several 
years, and found it an 
exercise in disorientation. 
Could the play capture the 
weird suspended atmosphere 
that pervaded the camps and 
the households of those who 
wait at home? : 

Well, for the most part, 
they were successful. The 
two veterans of the Mildred 
Lake site who accompanied 
me chortled knowingly thr- 
oughout, delighted at seeing 
the deprivations of which 
they had complained verified 
on stage for their skeptical 
wives. The wives were 
equally smug at the theatri- 
cal reflections of their own 
experiences. 

The play examines six 


characters lured by various 
baits to the McMurray 
motherlode. A young couple 
is trying to bank the down 
payment on a house; a 
restless barmaid is trying to 
find her place in the scheme 
of things; an old trapper, 
displaced by ‘progress’, is 
trying to adapt. Add to these 
a hustling German count and 
an empire building real 
estate man, and you have 
McMurray in microcosm -- a 
welter of conflicting manners 
and motives. 
DWINDLING SPECIES 
PORTRAYED 


The play was appealingly 
cast with a performance by 
Dennis Robinson that, with a 
bit more polish, could be 
preserved on film as an 
authentic record of a dwind- 
ling Canadian species. As 
the old trapper Elmer, Mr. 
Robinson's accents, diction 
and mannerisms can be 
heard and seen any day at 
the Peter Pond tavern in 
McMurray, the Union in 
Athabasca or any other nor- 
thern watering hole. Elmer is 
a wild old buzzard on the 
surface, but his raucous 
behavior is a cover for the 
peaceful nature of the 
woodsman he used to be. 
Layne Coleman had a dual 
role as the Count and the real 
estate man and handled both 
with dexterity, although per- 
haps the Count could be 
played with a bit less 
bravura. | particularly. app- 
reciated the compassionate 
interpretation of the bus- 
inessman, This was not 
wholly the stereotyped, soul- 
less profiteer. He was 
greedy, but human. After all, 
not every profiteer at Mc- 
Murray wears a suit -- most 
wear hard hats! This aff- 
ection for the characters was 
consistant throughout, and 
elevated the play from mere

satire. The motives of the 
characters were laid bare, 
but gently and with under- 
standing. 

The set for the production, 
by Victor Becker, with 
plastique fabrication by Gie 
Roberts was starkly appro- 
priate and ingeniously adap- 
table. The maze of pipes 
loomed omnipresent over the 
players, as does the real 
thing at the job site. 

‘There's no you and me at 
McMurray,"’ says one char- 
acter resignedly as she looks 
at the metallic monster over- 
head. *‘There’s only it.’* 

For most of our life as a 
cultural entity, Canadians 
have watched the dramas 
and histories of other people 
unfold on our stages. At last 
our own stories have been 
deemed worthy of the telling. 
Without being ponderous, 
Hard Hats and Stolen Hearts 
tells the tale of the Tarsands 
Toilers in a manner both 
witty and sensitive. Such 
works add to our under- 
standing of ourselves and our 
times. Hopefully, cultural 
efforts in this vein will do us 
a great favour: they will 
define Canadians for them- 
selves once and for all and 


put an end to the sbedente) 
matterings about the 
tional identity crisis.’

Marie Anne 


“Demystifying” our past

The old Princess Theatre 
was filled to capacity last 
Thursday night for the world 
premiere of Fil Fraser's 
latest production, ‘Marie - 
Anne.'’ The historic theatre 
was an appropriate setting 
for a film which examines the 
early days of the Canadian 
West. The film appeared as 
part of the Commonwealth 
Games International Film 
Festival. 

Marie-Anne is a pleasing 
film. Although this accolade 
might appear lukewarm, it is 
not intended to belittle. From 
the beginning, it was obvious 
the film was crafted with 
affection for its characters 
and with a deep love for the 
country of which it tells. 
Visually, it is an elegant film, 
beautifully photographed in 
the rich, muted hues of the 
wilds, punctuated by vivid 
strokes of colour in the 
turning leaves and flamboy- 
ant sashes of the voyageur. 
The movie was filmed ent- 
irely at Fort Edmonton. It isa 
credit to the film's pro- 
ducers, and the planners of 
the Fort and the river valley 
park system that such a 
period film could be made in 
the heart of a metropolitan 
city with no visible intrusion 
by the present. 

The story is a simple one 
and true, as well. The bride 
of a voyageur determines to 
make the trip west from 
Quebec to Fort Edmonton 
with her husband. In doing 
so, she is the first white 
woman to proceed west of 
Winnipeg. She encounters 
varying forms of opposition 
to this move, but overcomes 
them with ingenuity and 
aplomb. To some, this story 
might seem an oversimplifi- 
cation of early travails, 
lacking in depth. It is true 
that those looking for the 
“‘heav-y’’ pseudo profundi- 
ties of some ‘cinema verite’ 
might find this film slight. 
However, a feature length 
film can only tackle so much 
effectively. Surely, the very 
idea of a puny handful of 
people attempting to subdue 


a raw land as vast as Canada 
is sufficiently profound. 
Marie-Anne limits its vision 
to the trials and tribulations 
of one woman at the Fort. 
Her journey from: east to 
west would in itself be 
another tale, so this segment 
of the heroine's adventures 
is handled with despatch, 
This has led to some criticism 
that the movie lacks the spirit 
of the Grand Adventure. 
However, grand adventures 
are comprised of small 
successes and it is the latter 
that the film has chosen to 
examine. One woman's tr- 
iumphs over a series of 
obstacles by means of grit, 
good sense and some chi- 
cancery probably says much 
about the larger victories of 
her contemporaries. Perhaps 
the reason Canadians have 
been traditionally apathetic 
about their history lies in the 
fact the subject matter is 
intimidating in its immen- 
sity. Marie-Anne illustrates 
that the limited focus is a 
more effective way of touch- 
ing the textures of our past. 

The film itself generates a 
warmth of spirit, due in great 
part to the appeal of the 
individual characters, An- 
dree Pelletier's Marie-Anne 
was charming, her attitude 
suitably demure for a shel- 
tered French miss, but 
brightened by sparks of 
impudence and a glint of 
inner steel. Although her 
words were few, Tantou 
Martin was a_ powerful 


presence in the film, as the 
jealous and vengeful native 
Princess. Her ominous vi- 
brations were felt even when 
she was off the screen. 


MARIE-ANN 
(Andree Pelletier) 


The part of the voyageur 
was a secondary one, as the 
story is primarily Marie- 
Anne's. As Jean Baptiste 
Lagimodiere, John Juliani 
gave us a simple, exuberant 
adventurer, who works and 
plays with equal zest. His 
uncomplicated personality 
provides an excellent foil for 
his more enigmatic wife. 

Marie-Anne is a rarity in 
modern films. While it 
artfully ensnares the atten- 
tion, it does not do so with 
the help of violence or sex. 
The ending is upbeat, with 
no heavy-handed moralizing. 
While it is perhaps not a film 
that will blaze across the 
skies of cinematic history, it 
provides a beacon of decency 
and good taste, while making 
no sacrifice of the cinematic 
art.

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a Superstar in the likes of 
Elvis Presley. This superstar 
must combine the elements 
of showmanship, stage pre- 
sence, musicianship and 
enough charisma to break 
through the race barrier ... 
Enter and Exit James Mar- 
shall Hendrix (Jimi Hen- 
drix), the first true black 
superstar, and the ultimate 
blues guitarist. 

In South America and the 
Caribbean, it was more of a 
melting pot of musical ideas. 
Most of the slaves who were 
brought to Brazil and Cuba 
greatly and rhythmically 
influenced the Spanish music 
that was already prevalent. 
Plamenco itself is used for 
dancing, and with the addi- 
tion of congos and bongoes, 
and percussive piano playing 
coupled to the most econo- 
mical guitar work, you have 
sounds like Samba, Bossa 
Nova (Brazil), Mambo, Cha- 
cha, Pachanga (Cuba) and 
Meringue (Venezuela). 

While this form of music is 
almost totally reserved to the 
romantic language groups of 
the continent, i.e. French, 
Spanish and Portugese, the 
English speaking parts of the 
West Indies, who are more 
closely related to the Ameri- 
can blacks by language, were 
developing what was orig- 
inally called Blue Beat, then 
Ska, and now Reggae. 

All along the way the blues 
met East Indian music, first 
in the original Indo-Jazz 
fusions, then through the 
work of the Beatles and 
psychedelia, and now when 
the hump and bump and 
totally mindless music play-

ed in discos is destroying the 
integrity of blues and rock: 
through the exciting and 
original works of fusion 
musicians like John Mac- 
Laughlin, Santana, George 
Duke, Billy Cobham, and 
groups like Weather Report, 
Return to Forever and Jan 
Hammer. 

It is also interesting to note 
that most groups playing 
progressive rock who refuse 
to acknowledge the blues and 
its derivatives, end up 
sounding alike, and totally 
unprolific, Led Zeppelin has 
its roots in the blues; so do 
Jeff Beck, Eric Clapton, 
Chicago, Blood Sweat and 
Tears, the Stones and many 
trendsetters in the Rock 
Machine. 

Another noteworthy trend 
is the use of ‘‘poly-rhythm’ 
in most jazz and rock bands 
of today. Poly-rhythm is the 
use and combination of 
several instruments and sev- 
eral rhythm patterns for use 
at the same time. 

For example, somebody is 
playing 4-4 beat, somebody 
is playing 5-4, somebody is 
playing 5-8 and maybe 6-8 or 
7-4 or 11-8 and vice versa. 
Sounds crazy? 

Sure, but it is possible, 
and the example is simple. 
i.e. 2 multiplied by 6 equals 
12, sois 6 by 2, and 3 by 4, 
and 4 by 3, and I by 12 and 
12 by 1. The difficulty is 
getting a drummer to play 
6-8 on the bass drum, 5-4 on 
the snare, 2-4 on the toms 
and ride 7-8 or 8-11 on his 
cymbals. 

In Africa, people play this 
way everyday without the 
need of a computer to count.

CANADA SHIPPING ACT 
SECTION 


The collision regulations 
require that certain types 
and sizes of vessels yield the 
right of way to other vessels. 
The following is a brief 
summary of these regula- 
tions. 

Power driven vessels un- 
derway shall keep out of the 
way of: A vessel not being 
operated, a vessel restricted 
in her ability to maneuver, a 
vessel engaged in fishing, a 
sailing vessel. 

Sailing vessels underway 
shall keep out of the way of: 
A vessel not being operated, 
a vessel restricted in her 
ability to maneuver, a vessel 
engaged in fishing. 

In a narrow channel 
situation the following rules 
apply: Vessels proceeding 
along the course of a narrow 
channel or fairway shall keep 
as near as possible to the 
right-hand side. 

Sailing vessels and other 
small craft shall not impede 
the passage of a larger craft 
which can navigate only 


within a narrow channel or 
fairway. Sailing vessels and 
other small craft shall not 
cross ahead of a larger craft 
in a narrow channel or 
fairway. 

Vessels shall not anchor in 
a narrow channel, on lakes 
the following rules apply: 

When two power driven 
vessels are crossing, the 
vessel on the right has the 
right of way. 

Any vessel overtaking 
another vessel shall keep out
